PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that on September 5, 2017, at 9:00 am, or as soon 
thereafter as the matter may be heard, in Courtroom 10C of the above-entitled 
Court, the Honorable S. James Otero presiding, Plaintiffs Cory Spencer, Diana 
Milena Reed and Coastal Protection Rangers, Inc. (collectively referred to as
